According to Goenka, real peace 
comes from the Vipassana medita- 


tion method. “This rat race is so 
full of tension and negativity. It’s 
not good for oneself, it’s not good 
for others,” he says. 

Since 1969, Goenka has offered 
10-day Vipassana courses in India 
and abroad. Now, at 78 years old, 
he oversees 80 meditation centres 
worldwide; courses using his 
approach have been attended by 
over 100,000 people every year. 

Currently on his first extended 
speaking tour of North America, 
Goenka is cautious about how its 
publicity might endanger 
Vipassana’s purity. “Publicity 
leads to exaggeration, like a busi- 
nessperson claiming that ‘this 
product is best,’ ” he says. 

Ironically, his visit began as a 
speaker, alongside the Dalai Lama 
at the Spirit in Business World 
Conference in New York City in 
April. Since addressing some 500 
top executives from corporations 
like Hewlett Packard, American 
Express, Mitsubishi and 
McDonald’s, Goenka has adopted 
“spirituality in business” as a 
theme for his whole tour.

AMERICA IN THE ’20S STILL HAS 
a peculiar charm: the slobbering 
capitalism, the rise of popular cul- 
ture and the mass media, and the 
prohibition, which of course was 
accompanied by wild, wild exper- 
imentation in all the forbidden 
drinks, smokes, and as many sex- 
ual permutations as the imagina- 
tion would allow. 

The Cat's Meow manages to 
include all of the above, set on 
William Randolph Hearst's yacht 
in November 1924, We've already 
seen Hearst on film, fictionalized 
by Orson Welles in Citizen Kane, a 
film that nearly didn’t make it on 
screen due to Hearst's consider- 
able influénce. 


After all, W.R. Hearst was the 
original media titan, controlling 
newspapers, magazines and the 
movies. In the libertine ‘20s, this 
kind of stranglehold on the media 
meant the ability to nudge infor- 
mation away from prying eyes, or 
catapult nobodies into instant 
celebrity. But something fishy 
went down on that boat one night, 
and no one ever figured out what 
happened — not that anyone was 
entirely keen on finding out, if 
you know what I mean. 

The Cat's Meow is an attempt to 
recreate what happened on board 
the Oneida that November, or at 
least a version of events most 
whispered about. The story begins 
when Hearst (Edward Herrmann) 
and his mistress, the actress 
Marion Davies (Kirsten Dunst) 
throw a birthday party for 
Hollywood movie producer Tom

His 16mm sophomore feature is 
washed out, scratchy, and dirty. 
The cast consists of probably 
everyone on his phone list, and 
it's shot mainly on location in 
parks and in the streets where 
bystanders can often be seen in 
the background looking at the 
camera.

The editing was done by hand, 
most likely on an old Steenbeck 
machine, and the special effects 
are organic but seldom believable 
And the lighting? Ha! Forget 
about it. ; 

JCVH is ugly and beautiful and 
stupid and smart and oozing with 
guts and a love for the bygone era 
of ’70s drive-in cheapies. But most 
of all, it’s fun. 

Jesus (Phil Caracas) fights his 
way out of a standard B-movie 
action spy plot with all the trim- 
mings: a crazed narrator, lesbian 
vamps in tight clothes, a mad 
vampire scientist, a Mexican 
wrestler ladies’ man, BMX stunts 
in a junkyard, tattooed punkers, 
musical numbers, minor celebri- 
ties (Ottawa cowboy cult hero 
Lucky Ron), torture, killing, 
blood, and a techno cheese-funk 
soundtrack. 

One of the nicer touches is the 
fallibility of the holy hero. He 
takes his fair share of whup and 
even fields an embarrassing call 
from his mom who wants to make 
sure he’s doing OK. 

His partner in action, Mary 
Magnum (Maria Moulton), proves 
herself the dominant half on most 
occasions, even deciding on his 
new wardrobe. 

It's a shame, however, that the 
filmmakers didn’t keep Christ in 
costume instead of ditching the 
robes, beard, and long hair. His 
lines just aren’t as effective when 
he looks like an average dude. 
Overall though, the dialogue is 
effectively goofy and a good fit 
with the various sight gags and 
knowing one-liners, 

Demarbre seems eager to follow 
in the footsteps of guys like Sam 
Raimi and Peter Jackson. JCVP 
captures some of the feel and glee- 
ful blood-drenched insanity of

those directors’ early films, not to 
mention their budgetary creativi- 
ty. 

When Jackson's Bad Taste 
required dozens of aliens but had 
a shoestring budget, he gave them 
the ability to disguise themselves 
as humans. Demarbre has saved 
drastically by shooting outside, 
inventing vampires who've dis- 
covered a grizzly method to sur- 
vive in the sun. 

[CVP is about as down and dirty 
as it gets — the kind of film made 
by those masochists who, 
what the French new Wate called 
“amour fou” or “the crazy love.” 
So thank the good Lord for slay- 
ing the undead, and then thank 
him for those few brave souls 
willing to drive a stake through 
the heart of highbrow Canadian 
cinema.

Pavilion, but they wouldn't let us 
hang any posters up at the 
Pavilion. They said it was offen- 
sive. But the U.S. Pavilion loved it.

When the crew took the film to 
Cannes they crucified a lesbian 
vampire on the beach.

this summer, and Demarbre 
throws around titles of other films 
he’s working on like Emanuelle 
Eh? and Zombie Air. 

He’s got his sights set on the fes- 
tival circuit again this year, but 
this time he’s bringing a personal 
story with him. It’s adocumentary 
about taking his uncle with cere- 
bral palsy on a fishing trip. 

“T called it Where's your Bobber?

ing out as a little girl’s weird dog. 
Which could be funny, except he 
barely does anything. He crash- 
lands on Earth, finds out there 
aren't any cities around, and 
seems to shrug his shoulders and 
go, “Well, might as well hang out 
and do Elvis impersonations.” 

‘There's no grit, no teeth, no 
sense of menace — even comic 
menace — to Stitch. He’s got plen- 
ty of twitch and stare and growly 
noises, but as a character, he’s just 
not interesting. For all his geneti- 
cally engineered killing apparatus, 
his monsterliness seems to mostly 
involve some very mild bad-dog 
antics, like ripping pages out of 
books. He’s so cute and obviously 
harmless and aw-shucks from the 
beginning, there’s just no tension, 
nowhere for the story to go. 

So instead we see Lilo’s older 
sister Nani knock heads with a 
social services agent who wants to 
take Lilo away. We see a couple of 
bumbling aliens hang out and sort 
of try to capture Stitch. We see 
Lilo and Stitch doing improv 
dance numbers.

For example, there's Alexander's 
Ragtinie Band, which plays out like 
an interminable Bollywood psy- 
chosis — the family sings the 
damn song six times in different 
costume, including a weird oom- 
pah German version. Holy moly, 
what were they thinking? In eye- 
pleasing Cinemascope, you kind 
of have to:see it to believe it. 

In spite of the flaws, there are 
still some iconic big-musical 
moments, like the title song car- 
toonishly done by Merman, and 
Monroe’s famous catsuit with 
that insane blue sash that she 
wears while singing Lazy. For 
those who only know old 
Hollywood movies from Bugs 

it’s kind of fun to 
inspiration.

bliefs. When asked about his background, he says 
yithout a hint of irony: “I’m a suburban white kid 
from the U.S.A. who used to think everything was 
yst fine and dandy until he started reading the 
papers and found out people didn’t have it so good 
and thought that was terrible and these problems 
Kould be solved so everybody can be happy again.” 
Growing up in Oregon, Ostrem was far from the 
hotbed of the South and the inequalities of race that 
fuelled the civil rights movement of the ’50s and ‘60s 
Ie didn’t get a strong taste of injustice until he was 
aced with a draft notice for the Vietnam war 

'By the time I was in my twenties, | really began to 
Heel that there was something wrong with America, 

ot just the racial climate, but the way that they were 
ying to run the world and bomb Vietnam,” explains 
the 56-year-old Vancouver artist. “So I came to 
anada and found out that was the smartest thing | 
did in my whole damn life. That and not ever smok- 

g were my two brilliant things.” 

The same frankness and sense of humour are 
eflected in his large body of work as an a silkscreen- 
er and painter. The pieces showcased at this year’s 

Jorks festival bring the iconography of Ostrem’s 
youth into relations that reflect his liberal ideas. 
Orange Wall — a silkscreen reproduction of a ‘50s 
pinup photo Ostrem came across — features a 
demure woman with dark hair, posing with her shirt 
ppen to reveal large, perky breasts. “At the time I 
made the print, we were just entering the ‘80s and 
people were coming out of an era when there was a 
lot of criticism about the way women were being 
depicted inthe media, which was all quite valid,” he 
xplains. “It seemed to me that once certain points 
ere established we could relax a bit and start hav- 
ing fun again with different types of imagery.” 

To his surprise, the work was received without 
ontroversy. “I was almost a little disappointed,” he 
okes. “Sometimes you're ready for a nice fight and it 
doesn’t happen.” 

In the ‘80s, Ostrem was forced to abandon 
silkscreening because the harsh chemicals used in the 
process were beginning to affect his health. Since 
then he's tried to reproduce the vibrancy of that 
medium through acrylics. Like many of his

silkscreens, his still-life paintings — in bright, solid, 
colours — bring together random pop-culture 
objects. Even the name of his show, Art as Idea, is a 
response to the movement toward conceptual art in 
the ‘70s. Many of the pieces on display are about the 
struggle of the artist to deal with social conflict and 
questions of colour and space. 

Problems with the Red, Yellow and Blue deals with the 
issue of the artist directly. “This painting shows a 
white guy just like me doing a portrait of the three 
civil rights workers who were killed in Mississipp! in 
1964,” explains Ostrem. “He's sitting next to a win- 
dow and outside the window there's a typical traffic 
jam with a bit of road rage and some guy telling 
someone to go to hell. The painting shows conflict 
and strife and then shows an artist trying to deal 
with it with his canvas.”

No, that isn’t the play where Bill 
Shakespeare fills in the adventures 
of a young, pre-hump Richard III. 

“The Merry Wives of Windsor was 
written because the queen 
(Elizabeth I] wanted to see Falstaff 
in love,” says artistic director 
Geoffrey Brumlik of the oh-so- 
famous comic character and kingly 
sidekick who “died in the Henry 
plays.” 

“Shakespeare thought it would 
be a great thing and wrote one of 
his most outrageous, most 
unapologetic comedies. It’s a farce, 
it’s fun and it has a certain roman- 
tic comedy element that allowed 
Shakespeare to make fun of him- 
self and his poetry.” 

Directed by former River City 
artistic director James MacDonald, 
Brumlik says the over-the-top 
comedy is appropriately set in the 
world of ‘30s screwball comedies 
— think Marx Brothers high jinks. 
Delivering the work’s “fast-paced, 
rollicking plot lines” are some of 
Edmonton’s best comic actors —

“The Tempest is one of the most 
magical, enchanting plays of 
Shakespeare's canon, and his last 
play. He came out of retirement to 
write it, and it was also his only 
absolutely original play and not 
based on another work,” says 
Brumlik 

Actually, the Bard seems to have 
anticipated the based-on-a-true- 
story theatrical work of our era, 
pulling the basic plot of ship- 
wrecked Europeans — and many 
of his vivid descriptions of island 
life — from a true story of cast- 
aways, a boatload of colonists to 
Virginia who cooled their jets in 
Bermuda for a year as they rebuilt 
their ship. 

In Shakespeare’s hands, the nar- 
rative of misplaced sailors turned 
into one of the “great treatises on 
the power of forgiveness that's all 
so important now” given the loads 
of “incendiary anger out there,” 
says Brumlik, who’s also directing 
the classic play about far-flung 
love and redemption.

Altera 
slow first week, last season proved 
a record-breaker, with an amaciiig 
12,000 patrons taking in 
Elizabethan theatre in the great 
out-of-doors; 1,600 people pep- 
pered the hills of Hawreélak on the 
final pay-what-you-can perfor- 
mance. “It was such an enormous 
crowd with a real music festival 
feel.” 

In part that glowing success has 
to do with the snowballing popu 
larity of Shakespeare in the Park 
both here and all over North 
America.

Take Anderson’s story about Nami Namerson, 
The Viking Who Liked Naming Things, even things 
at might have been named by people living in a 
ountry before Nami got there. 
Others are more firmly rooted in existing literature.

who happily flees to hell), to the 
wild party-scene third act, which 
finds the cast of Roman gods and 
goddesses all dressed in fetish 
gear. 

Full kudos to the cast for a high- 
energy rendition.

YOU KNOW YOU'RE ON THE ROAD 
to adventure when the menu 
pasted onto the order window 
proudly proclaims in large black 
letters: “All Our Meals Are 
Oversized.” 

What started out as a bit of a 
lark — making burgers in the 
back of a converted bus heading 
to California — has resulted in 
some serious hamburger know- 
how 19 years later in landlocked 
Edmonton. 

The burgers at this beguiling 
property, across from the defunct 
Gainer’s plant, taste and look just 
like they would if your mom 
made the patties and your dad 
cooked them on the barbecue in 
the backyard. Assume both your 
parents were competent, because 
the Motoraunt’s burgers are ter- 
rific. Not fancy, but terrific. At 
the Motoraunt you will not eat a 
burger that is suffering from an 
inferiority complex, compensat- 
ing with more filler than burger 
between the buns or tricked out 
with pale wasabi-garlic mayo 
haughtily twirled on top. 

You will eat one of three sizes

You 
will eat 100 per cent lean ground 
all-beef patties that have never 
been frozen and don’t contain 
eggs or other binders. The raw 
hamburger meat does not even 
have salt or pepper sprinkled 
into it. Hotdogs and kubasa are 
also available, along with home- 
made french fries, potato chips 
and onion rings. The bleary-eyed 
can also order all-day breakfasts 
with eggs, bacon, pancakes and 
the like. And most joyous of all, 
you can have a tin of cold beer in 
an even colder mug while you're 
waiting for the food to be 
brought out. Naturally we had a 
coupla’ Pils while we waited for 
two Squirts, a kubasa and an 
order of potato chips called 
Motor chips. 

The burgers were big and 
juicy, pink in the middle, piled 
high with tomato, onion, lettuce 
and a generous squeeze of tangy, 
special Motoraunt sauce, whic 
tastes like Heinz Burger Sauce. 
Process cheddar or Swiss can be 
added. The sourdough bun is 
warm, flaky and generous. Ask 
for extra napkins, and don’t wear 
a favourite shirt because it'll get
